Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Altman and Ms. Thiessen contacted the Examiner to discuss a 
proposed amendment to claim 1 which introduces specific elements of the apparatus for applying the vacuum in the 
system. Mr. Altman put forth the statement that Kalasek does not actually teach a double boiler arrangement and that 
the cylindrical shape claimed in the instant invention is critical in combination with the small size, to provide efficient 
sterilization without pressure/safety concerns. The Examiner indicated that she would fully consider such a proposal if 
filed with and RCE T but that the amendment would raise new issues that would prevent it's entry after final. No 
determination of patentability was given at this time. 
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
